LABOR NEWS. 


Strike of Chicage Boxmakers — Probable 
Strike of Feeders and Pressmen. 


Cur1caGo, September 28.—Between 600 and 
700 boxmakers went ona strike yesterday, 
and fourteen of the sixteen factories are closed 
up. All of them were very busy, having or- 
ders ahead. The advance asked, however, 
20 per cent. on the ch labor, and 10 per 
cent on piece work, was so unreasonable, con- 
tracts having been made on the old scale of 
wages, that none of the proprietors would 
pay it. Fourteen of them shut down at once, 
and the other two m to make tem- 
. 1 so that they could finish 
work in hand. 


An Interesting Lock-Out. 


MILWAUKEE, Wiss, September 28.—The men 
employed in Phillip Goerres’ cooper-shop 
have been locked out forseveral days past. 
The question at issue is of general interest to 


manufacturers and one that is attracting 
widespread attention. The difference, as 
stated by Mr. Goerres, is thathe employs 
Knights of Labor coopers and that one of the 
clauses inthe agreement between employers 
and workmen is that the union stamp shall 
be affixed to every keg made in his shop. He 
claims that the men ingist that the stamp 


shall not be placed on the kegs un- 
til they are sold. He asks that 
each keg be branded as it is made. Mr. 


Goerres says that he, with nearly every tight 
barrel manufacturer in Milwaukeo, makes 
more kegs and barreis than he has any sale 
for. He now has 2,000 kegs in stock, and in 
six months he will have, he claims, 6,000 un- 
stamped kegs im his shop, and that he will be 
under the control ofthe men, as unstamped 
keys are unsalable. Mr. Goerres locked out 
his employes in preferenee to placing himself 
in this predicament. The Master Workman of 
the Coopers’ Assembly, Knights of Labor, 
supports the workmen in their position, and as 
the manufacturers will oppose the stand taken 
by the Knights, further trouble is expected. 


Prospective Feeders and Pressmen’s Strike. 


NEW YORK, September 28.—It is thought that 
a general strike will occur of all the feeders 
and pressmen employed in printing offices in 
this city. A number of shops are out on a 


strike already. In several places non-union 
men have been hired. The men demand an 
increase of $2 a week each. 


ARRESTED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Lawyer Jesse W. Uppercu Charged With 
Misappropriating Funds. 


Jesse W. Uppercu, an attorney who is in the 
office of Napton & Frost, was arrested this 
afternoon on a warrant charging him with 
embezzling $200 from the Beck & Marshal 
Carpet Company. He claims that 
he has been doing collecting for the firm for 


nearly a year and recently he was 
asked to settle up. He promised to 
do 80 yesterday, but owing to the

A BIG STRIKE, 


Reports From the Sheridan Mine Indicate 
a Bonanza Discovery. 

Mr. Johnston Beggs of Smith, Beggs & Ran- 
kin has just returned from New Mexico, and 
brings news of another big strike by St. Louis 
men iu the mines. A year ago Joe E. Sheridan 


discovered a silver lead at a moun- 
tainous point ninety miles from 
Silver City, the railroad terminus. 


He sold to Redmond Cleary, James Hughes, 
Thos, Jacobs and John Mullally of this city, 
who organized a stock company of 200,- 
000 shares at a par vaiue of 
$10 each, giving Mr. Sheridan 70,000 
shares and contracting to furnish trammeling, 
machinery and building. To superintend this 
work Mr. Beggs went to New Mexico 
five weeks ago and now brings back 
joyous news to the owners. A fifteen-ton 
stamp mill, amalgamating and settling pans 
have been placed and work commenced. 
Mr. Beggs has had a good deal 
of practical experience and is enthusiastic 
over the Sheridan prospects. It now tooks 
like a bigger investment than the Granite 
Mountain. By actual measurement they 
have in sight 378,000 tons of ore 
which bears onl gaid and silver, and 
giving no evidence of the presence 
of baser metals. Fivo tunnels have 
been drilled at distances of 100 feet. 
One of these is 210 feet deep, showing the vein 
all the way. It is believed it is 8,000 feet 


long and feet wide. Up to 
the present the vein shows a width 
varving from five to eighty feet. Besides 


this claim the Sheridan Company has 
1,500 feet adjoining in the Josephine claim 
on the other side of the mountain 
and have every reason to believe that the rich 
vein extends all the way through into this 
claim. The Sheridan has caused a sensation 
on Third street.

Some speculative persons see visions of 
a peaceful settlement of the Eastern ques- 
tion, evolved from BisuManck's mighty 
brain and Germany’s ponderous influence 
by the simple process of dividing the Sul- 
tan’s European territory between Russia 
and Austria-Hungary, and moving the 
Sultan over to Cairo. Weare told that 
France would be placated by the expul- 
sion of England from Egypt, and that 
England would at the same time 
find in the arrangement ample 
compensation for the surrender of Con- 
stantinople to Russia and ample guaran- 
tees of satisfaction to her Mohammedan 
subjects and peace to her Mohammedan 
possessions.

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A BIG SHOW. 


HE ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION, AND WHAT IT 
REQUIRES TO BUN IT. 


Over Nine Million Dollars’ Worth of Goods 
on Exhibition—A Trip Through the Naves 
and Galleries at Daybreak—Lighting the 
Buildng-Notes from the Naves. 


The pleasant weather to-day brought out an 
immense crowd to the Exposition. Yesterday 
and Saturday many were deterred from visit - 
ing the Exposition who had planned to attend. 
From early this morning good weather was 
promised, and soon after the doors opened 
hundreds of mothers and children flocked to 
the building to make the founds. The morn- 
ing has been selected by the old folks 
as their time for visiting the Exposi- 
tion, as they can then escape the rush 
and crowd of the afternoons and even- 
ings and view the displays leisurely. 
The old folks greatly enjoy the displays as far 
as they can view them. The young and the 
vigorous shouid never be left to plan for the 
old and delicate, to whom the exertion of 
mounting u flight of stairs looks like the labor 
of a mountainous ascent. It is true there are 
only two flightsin Exposition building, but 
they are not ordinary flights even for those in 
full possession of good health. To the old, 
weak and crippled they are insurmountable. 
An elevator would be welcomed by 
many as a great improvement, Every dry 
goods. and notion store where women 


are the customers recognize the necessity of 
having elevators running even to à floor not 
twenty feet from street levels. Such a public 
institution as the Exposition should not be re- 
gardless of the requirements of the aged. An 
elevator exclusively forthe use of the old, the 
weak and the crippled should be built.

Doing the Exposition at daybreak is an ex- 
perience which few of the visitors have ex- 
tended to them. The scenes are odd. Coy- 
ered with the immense tarpaulins the displays 

resent monstrous outlines in the uncertain 
ightofdawn as the watchmen make their 
lonesome rounds, The rampant polar bear is 
deud beyond all question, but one uncon- 
sciously sidies out towards the other side of 
the aisle. A bale of hay would be perfectly 
safe an inch from the little Jersey’s nose in the 
gallery, but one involuntarily shields his ribs 
with Bis elbows as he saunters by the little 
milk giver. At4:45every morning the doors 
are opened and a company of forty moppers, 
swabbers and scrubbers and sweepers are ad- 
mitted. At ö O clock sharp the work of scrub- 
ing down the building is begun. The force is 
divided into squads, which are assigned to 
beats. In less than two hours the work is 
completed and everything is in readiness for 
the reception of visitors. 


Few of the visitors who gothrough the naves 
at night wondering at the brilliancy of the 
scene stop to calculate the cost of light alone. 
The electric-light plant and expenses amount 
to $100,000 alone. Besides the large lamps, 

ach of which is 2,000 candle-power, there are 
The electricity for these is 
generated by six engines regular and one 
small engine and eleven ynamos. The 
generatcrs which principally supply the elec- 
tric-light power aggregate 1,400 horse-power. 


Many who spend an hour in the aisles won- 
der what the total cost of the exhibits foots up. 
Inis has never been computed and can only 
be appruximated. The works in the art gal- 
leries alone are insured for $200,000, the lowest 
figure considered at all safe. In ali there is 
nearly $350,000 worth of canvases in the build- 
ing. This is not the owners’ over-rated esti- 
mates, ut market values. One dry goods case 
carries au insurance of $75,000. There are 150 
displays, which, moderately valued, represent 
over nine million dollars:

THE EXPRESS WAR.

but I suppose we would have to meet such a

THE CONDEMNED ANARCHISTS. 


Prejudice of the Jurors to be Presented in 
Affidavits. 


Cuicaco, September 28.—It is stated that 
some of the affidavits to be presented to Judge 
Gary, Friday, in support of the motion for a 
new trial for the convicted anarchists, will re- 
late to an alleged prejudice on the part of 
certain jurors. The affidavits will swear to 
statements or remarks made by the jurors be- 
fore the trial, to the effect thatthe anarchists 
should be hanged anyhow, whether con- 
victed of throwing the bomb or not. 
The attorneys for the defense, however, it is 
claimed, have no hope of the motion being 
granted, and will reserve their more elaborate 
arguments for the Supreme Court. 

THE AFFIDAVITS KRILED. 

The affidavits to support the 
new trial for the seven condemned anarchists 
were filed by their attorneys. The wuaual 
plea is entered that the verdict is 
not supported by the evidence and it is 
algo urged that the counsel for the 
State employed a form of argument which was 
calculated to prejudice the jury. The chief 
point urged, however, isthe story telegraphed 
from Indianapolis shortly after the conciusion 
of the trial, to the effect thata man.entered a 
drinking saloon that city one 
or two days fore the Hay- 
mark massacre, and exhibited a satchel 
intimating that a slaughter would oceur in 
Chicago in a few days. The theory ofthe de- 
tense is that this mysterious stranger had a 
quantity of dynamite bombs, and that he is the 

erson who in all likelihood threw the bomb 

nto the ranks of the police. The manner in 
which the jury was summoned, before whom 
the defendants were tried, is also objected to.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA., 


Efforts to Stamp Out the Disease in Chi- 
cago—Dr, Salmon’s Report. 
CHICAGO, September 26.—The opinion among 
the veterinarians distillers becomes 
stronger daily that the disease now affecting 
some of the quarantined cattle has been pre- 


vailing to a greater or less degree for at least 
two years. The distillers say that the cattle- 
men have attributed the diseased condition of 
the lungs to the hot slop on which the cattie 
are fed. Dr. Salmon said he was doubtful 
whether the diseas® would be pre- 
vented from apreading, even if 
all the cattle in quarantine were 


killed, as the evidence so far obtained tended 
to show that a number of the animals exam 
ined by the State Veterinarian had caught the 
disease before being taken to the cattle sheds. 
One reason that it had not been discovered 
sooner was that the State Veterinarian is not 
paid for ferreting out disease, and is merely 
Allowed a per diem for doing his work wien 
a contagion has broken out, 

The members of the commission and the 
State Veterinarian were telegraphed for last 
night to go to Pekin, where they have been 
summoned to appear as Witnesses in acivil 
suit brought against the State, and to-day’s 
n meeting to settle the question of 

isposing of the quarantined cattie was in 
definitely postponed. Several weeks ago the 
State officials killed a number of horses af- 
feeted with glanders, and the owner has 
2 suit to recover damages. 

Richard Rice, at No. 192 Carpenter street, 
was notified by the State Veterinarian yester- 
day to quarantine for ninety days a horse 
owned by him. The Health Officer decided 
thatthe animal is suffering with glanders. 
Another cuse isalready quarantined on Mor- 
gan street. 


Dr. Salmon’s Report. 


WASHINGTON, September 28.—Commissloner 
Colman of the Bureau of Agriculture has re- 
ceived a letter from Dr. Salmon, dated Chica- 
go, September 25, in which he gays in refer- 
ence to the outbreak of pleuro-pneumonia at 


that city: ‘‘Since telegraphing you I have had 
the watch strengthened at the infected stabies 
to prevent the animals from being removed. 
There are twenty-nine men now employed, 
making an expense of $00 a day. This was 
necessary in order to ive the State 
Board time to decide what disposition 
could be made of the cattle. I regard the 
quarantine now as periectiy safe. It is very 
important to have an early inspection of some 
districts in this vicinity.’ 

A list ot names of six experienced veterinary 
surgeons is enclosed in the letter with a re- 
quest that they be appointed for inspection 
service. Dr. Salmon says with this force, 
which need not be employed longer than three 
or four weeks, he can very soon determine the 
extent of the infection. 


RATES AND FREIGHTS. 


Two Important Railroad Meetings — Ap- 
pointments and Changes in Service. 


A number of officials of the Missouri Pacific 
and the Wabash leave to-hight for Chicago to 
attend a meeting of the lines forming the 
Southwestern Railway Association. Out of this 
association, and as one of its children, 
will be formed the Southwestern Passen- 
ger Association at to-morrow's meeting. This 


association will control passenger rates be- 
tween Chicago, St. Louis and Missouri ‘River 
points, and will work in harmony with two 
new associations to be formed under the title 
of the Northwestern Passenger Association 
and the Western Passenger Association.

The Water-Gas People Make a Proposition to 
the Laclede Stockholders Which Is Taken 
Under Advisement—John J. Mitchell Be- 
lieved to Be Unalterably Opposed to Eu- 
tering the Trust — Mr. Warden and Mr. 
Gibbs Will Return te Philadelphia With- 
out Accomplishing the Object of Their 
Visit—Mr, Gibbs Makes a Qualified Denial. 


The object of the mysterous visit to the city 
of the Philadelphia Water-Gas people has at 
last transpired. Mr. Warden and Mr. Gibbs 
came to St. Louis for the purposé of making a 
Gefinite proposition to the Laclede Gas 
Light Company, or its stockholders 
whereby the Laclede Company was to be 
brought into the Gas Trust. The proposition 
| Was unfavorably looked upon and practi-
